Down in Manitoba they are un- 
dergoing what is called a general 
provincial election, though from 
the standpoint uf the voter it 
might probably be as well called 
anything that signifies sound and 
fury with a minimum prospect of 
‘any important results, On Satur- 
day nominations were made of 
candidates for 53 seats in the 
Legislature, two contests being 
deferred. In all 151 contestants 
entered the lists, male and female, 
an average of nearly three per 
seat. Officially they are classi- 
fied into ten groups and _ sub- 


groups, with one group prospec- | 


tively sub-divisible into eighteen 
separate and  non-co-operating 
units, 

This is the lineup: The Govern- 
ment has 37 supporters in the run- 
ning. The United Farmers have 
nominated 40 candidates. The 
Conservatives are making a try 
for 26 seats. The Winnipeg Pro- 
gressives are out to elect 8 mem- 
bers. The Independent Labor 
party wants to get 6 representa- 
tives in. The Workers’ party has 
8 contestants. The Union Labor 
party is fighting for 2 seats. The 
Socialists have 2 candidates up. 
Fusion candidates are running in 
8 ridings, on the claim that they 
represent a happy blend of Liberal 
impulses and Conservative ten- 
dencies. And 18 others who were 
unable to make themselves at 
home in any of these hives are 
running as Independents. The 
two deferred constituencies 
should pan out one freak can- 
didate each, which would make an 
even dozen cages in the political 
menagerie. 

Whatever his ultimate purpose, 
there is no getting away from the 
fact that Sir Clifford has scram- 
bled Manitoba politics in great 
style. Throwgh his newspaper he 
has dominated the situation there 
until it looks like the wind-strewn 
remnants of complete disorganiza- 
tion. If there is any crank in the 
Province who can’t cheer for 
somebody who is trying to get into 
the Legislature, it must be some 
disgusted believer in the two- 
party system of ordered, stable 
and efficient government. All the 
common schools of current fad- 
dism seem to have spokesmen in 
the running, with 18 unattached 
and unpledged ‘‘independents’’ 
ready to whoop it up for any 
brand of red-ism or yellow-ism 
that finds itself without a cham- 
pion,
